Stopping 
the Leaks 


By E. M. Lowery 
Technical Editor 


A“ ANSWER on a service cus- 
tomer “follow-up” card made 
us wonder if our theory that “any- 
thing can be fixed” was all wrong 

The question wa: 

“Is everything O. K.?” 

The answer 

“Yes, sir, everything's O. K. ex 
cept the leaks the design engineers 
put into it and which no garage 
has ever been able to eliminate.” 

We didn't believe the design 
engineers were that far “off base” 
and they were fired, and we sug- 
gest the following procedure for 
finding and correcting such leaks 
on most cars 

Water leaks usually occur at the 
windshield or rear window, so we 
will start there 

1. Windshield and rear window: 

(Frequently windshield and rear 
window leaks can be stopped by 
tightening garnish moulding 
screws.) Note: Be careful—don't 
break a glass 

A. Glass to rubber 

Wrap the end of a nail file on a 
screwdriver with electrical tape, or 
fabricate a tool out of a piece of 
fiber. Insert between the rubber 
and glass and slide it around the
